Maj. Gen. Harl 4, Partridge 

Given Wings for Aiding Patriots in 
Warsaw 


Maje Gen. Harl E, Partridge, son 
of William Partridge of Ashby, is 
one first-member of the Eighth air 
force to be given honorary wings 
of the Polish air force, 

Gen. Partridge received this -ho- 
nor after Flying Fortresses of a 


bombardment division under his 


command fropped arms and supplies 
to Polish patriots fighting with 
the Germans, in the streéts of War- 
saw. He received the decoration 
from Polish Air-Vice-Marshal Izyckie 
He has been awarded the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross, the Air Me- 
dal with two oak leaf clusters and 
two presidential citations for air 
force service overseas.

Gen. Partridge is now working 
with Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle 
in the European war. area, and was 
serving with Doolittle during the 
preparations for the tinvasion of 
Francés. 

A&A’ veteran of the first Vorld 
War, Gen, Partridge served over- 
seas with the 79th division, He 
went to West ‘oint in 1920, where 
he became captaih of the First 
Battalion of cadets. He later 
entered the army air force at San. 
Antonio, Tex. Graduation from Kelly 
field, he was transferred back to 
West Point for one year as a teach 
er of aeronautics. 

He served in the Canal Zone for 
four yeers and returning to this 
country he received further train-= 
ing at Leavenworth, Kan., and was 
then appointed as an instructor 
at Maxwell Field, Ala. 

In 1949 Gen. Partridge was com- 
missioned a major and sent to 
Washington to serve with the com-~
